Applicant elected Group I, drawn to claims 1-31 and 42-44 without traverse in the response to 
the election/restriction dated May 16, 2004. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims a 
phosphor and a thick film electroluminescent device comprising a phosphor wherein the 
phosphor comprises a thin film rare earth activated zinc sulfide phosphor with the phosphor 
having a crystal grain dimension of up to about 50 nm with the rare earth being terbium or 
europium and the rare earth has an atomic ratio is about 0.005 to 0.02; and the crystal grains that 
are columnar in shape with long direction of the columns extending substantially across the 
thickness of the phosphor film and the width of the columns is less than about 50 nm. The 
closest prior art, Tsukada, U.S. Patent Number 4,937,150, teaches a ZnS:Eu phosphor having 
grains the size of 50 to 100 microns. The Tsukada reference fails to teach or suggest that the 
crystal grains are columnar and the atomic ratio of the activator material is about 0.005 to 0.02.
